“Besides the clear democratic 
ideals of equal rights, equal privi- 
leges and equal opportunities,” the 
President said, “we have set forth 
the underlying other duties, obliga- 
tions and responsibiilties of equal 
‘In thus providing for national 
defense, we have not carved a new 
and uncharted trail in the history 
of our democratic institutions. On 
the contr. we have merely re- 
asserted 2 Te ane accepted prin- 
ciple of democratic government.”

His son, Glenn Frank Jr., a news- 
paper reporter, was fatally injured 


and a publicity aid suffered minor 
injuries. 

Dr. Frank, chairman of the Re- 
publican party’s Policy Committee, 
was seeking the United States sena- 
torial nomination in tomorrow’s 
Wisconsin primary election. 


Auto Hits Sand Pile. 


En route from one political gath- 
ering to another, Dr. Frank’s auto- 
mobile failed to round a curve at a 
road intersection, crasned into a 
sand pile and overturned. 

Dr. Frank was killed instantly. 
His son died on the way to a hos- 
pital at Green Bay. 

Theodore Stumpf, 23, of Milwau- 
kee, a member of Dr. Frank’s cam- 
paign publicity staff, was burned 
by acid let loose by the automobile’s 
campaign sound equipment. 
Suffering from shock, Stumpf 
could give only a meager account 
of the accident. 

“I was riding in the back seat,” 
he told Sheriff Clifford Kellner of 
Brown County. “I think Glenn Jr.

After serving 12 years as presi- 
dent of the University of Wisconsin, 
Dr. Frank was removed by the 
board of regents in January, 1937.

He was assistant to the president 
of Northwestern University from 
1912 to 1916, and then editor of 
Century Magazine from 1921 to 1925 
when he took the presidency of the 
University of Wisconsin.

of Successful Ameri-| 
for a Hundred Years 


HERE would be no deep dif- 
T ference of opinion about for- 
eign policy today if for more 
than 100 years American foreign 
policy had not been so immensely 
successful. The results have been 
so good that many among us have 
forgotten, and our schools have 
ceased to teach us, how 13 small 
and feeble colonies along the At- 
lantic coast of North America man- 
aged to insulate themselves against 
the empires of the world and to 
grow great without being attacked, 
without being compelled even to be- 
come a mighty military power. In 
the unique security which we have 
enjoyed we had come to take our 
security for granted, like the air we 
breathe, as something which has 
been ours as a matter of course. 
In fact we owe it to the diploma- 
cy of great men. And in so far 
as we have forgotten the states- 
manship which won and consoli- 
dated our security, we are in dan- 
ger of losing oux security. 


Without a clear grasp of the bas- 


eign policy was to make the United 
States independent and secure. The 
means they employéd were to oust 
the empires which, if they had been 
allowed to remain established over 
here, would have caused perpetual 
rivalry and endless war. They chose 
to work with the British against all 
the other empires because they 
found that in spite of many irrita- 
tions and quarrels, the British and 
American interests in this hemi- 
sphere were most nearly the same. 

The genius of their policy lay in 
the clarity with which they saw 
that the successful defense of the 
United States must lie in keeping 
the threat of war. at a distance. 
They never made the cardinal mis- 
take of thinking that the place to 
defend a country is on its own 
frontiers and that the place to fight 
wars is at home. The whole prin- 
ciple of their policy, which is gen- 
eralized in the Monroe’ Doctrine, 
was to prevent war by depriving 
potential enemies of a base from

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ic and unchanging principles of 
American security, we shall never 
be secure no matter how much 
money we appropriate, no matter 
how many ships, airplanes and guns 
we make, no matter how many men 
we conscript.

And unless we can recover the 
knowledge which guided that pol- 
icy, we shall lose the security which 
the policy produced. In fact, we 
have already lost much of our old 
security; the net result of the dead- 
lock, the paralysis, the confusions 
and the contradictions of foreign 
policy in our generation is that for 
the first time in our history we feel 
compelled to organize a great con- 
script army.

We may well begin by remember- 
ing that when the war of indepen- 
dence had been won, the American 
nation had no such isolation from 
the empires of Europe as it later 
achieved, The British were in Can- 
ada and Canada was not then a 
self-governing dominion. The Span- 
iards were in Florida and in the 


Mississippi Valley, in Central and 
South America. The French were 
in the West Indies. The Russians 
were in Alaska. The Western Hemi- 
sphere was as much involved in the 
imperial rivalries of Europe as is 
Africa today. 

The task of American diplomacy 
was to get rid of these imperial ri- 
valries because these rivalries meant 
perpetual war on the American con- 
tinent, and perpetual wars meant 
that the United States would have 
to become a military power and 
might in the course of affairs be de- 
feated and lose their independence. 


as compared with the great em- 
pires all about them, and their 
leaders could never have liquidated 
the imperial rivalries in this hemi- 
sphere if they had not, been as 
shrewd as they were bold. 

They had begun, naturally, by 
ousting the British Empire from the 
colonies themselves. To do this they 
not only went to war, but also they 
took advantage of the long-continu- 
ing rivalry between Britain and 
France, They made an alliance 
with France. Without this alliance 


the war of independence would not 
have ended when it did, nor per- 
haps as it did. 

Having gotten rid of the British 
within the colonies themselves, the 
next chapter came when France, 
then under the conquering mili- 
tary dictatorship or isNapoléon, be- 
came by Géssion from Spain the 
owner of the Mississippi Valley. 
Taking advantage of the fact that 
Napoleon was still at war with 
Great Britain and could not, there- 
fore, occupy the territory, Jefferson 
bought Louisiana, 

Thus France was ousted from 
what is now the United States. A 
little later the Spanish empire col- 
lapsed in Europe, and promptly the 
United States obtained Florida, thus 
ousting Spain from the frontiers of 
the United States. A little later still, 
the empires of Russia, Austria, 
Prussia and France began to form 
plans for the reconquest of empire 
in this hemisphere. Russia began to 
move down the Pacific Coast from 
Alaska; the so-called Holy Alliance 
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began to threaten to put down the 
‘rebellion of the Spanish colonies in 
Latin-America. To prevent all this, 
Monroe consulted with Canning, 
found that Britain and the United 
States were both opposed to the 
revival of European imperialism in 
the Americas. Having been assured 
that Britain would fight if the re- 
conquest of Spanish America was 
attempted, Monroe announced the 
Monroe Doctrine which warned off 
Russia on the west coast and Rus- 
sia, Prussia, Austria and France in 
Latin-America.

William H. Bankhead of Alabama ascended to the 
_Speaker’s rostrum by the customary route. Relative- 
ly early in life, he got himself elected to the House 
from a district which was constant in its politics. He 
succeeded in having his constituents return him 
election after election. Seniority promoted him 
through the committee system until the time came 
‘for his younger colleagues to advance him almost 
|'automatically to the Speaker’s chair. Speakers Can- 
non, Gillett, Garner, Rainey and Byrns, to name only 
'recent presiding officers, went up in the same way. 
The major part of the New Peal program had been 
put through by the time Mr. Bankhead succeeded 
| Speaker Byrns in 1936. The stanch support which 
-he gave administration measures before that time 
and since reflected primarily his party regularity. 

With the sort of background and experience he had 
in Alabama, Mr. Bankhead must haye differed pri- 
vately with a large share of the new things which 
were going through Congress under the Roosevelt 
leadership. The Cotton Control Act bears his name, 
it is true, but it is also true that provisions in the 
law benefit land owners and plagters at the expense 
of sharecroppers and small tenants, 

Mr. Bankhead’s chief appearance in the limelight 
came last July at Chicago, where he delivered the 
keynote and provided the standard around which 
the anti-Roosevelt forces rallied in the vice-presiden- 
tial race. Close readers of his booming address must 
have noticed how he contented himself with glow- 
ing generalities about the Democratic party. There 
was little to suggest that the New Deal was a burn- 
ing enthusiasm in his breast. . 

By contrast, Representative Sam. Rayburn, who 
succeeds to the speakership, is identified intellectu- 
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lation. The Public Utility Holding Company Act, 
which he sponsored, is clearly an integral part of the 
administration’s economic reform program.

Leon Blum, the esoteric critic, the sybaritic boule- 
vardier, the rapier-quick, lancet-sharp logician who 
became the effective leader of the ordinary people 
of France—the miners, the auto workers and the 
shop girls, has been seized and confined to the hold 
of the Chateau Chazeron. 

From, this medieval dungeon the men of Vichy 
expect to bring him to ihe medieval town hall of 
Riom to be found guilty of causing the fall of the 
Third Republic. What brazen effrontery! Why not 
confine the man to the Conciergerie, about which 
Still clings the unholy fame of the Terror? Why not 
set up the guillotine in the Tuileries Gardens? 

This man, it is indicated, is to be accused of en- 
tering into a compact with Russia—an agreement 
|that was actually negotiated by Laval in 1935 and 
| that became effective the next year under Sarraut,

If ever France had hope in its murky eleventh 
hour, it came with Leon Blum. But the powerful 
ones wanted nothing of him. They sacrificed him, 
and they got Hitler in his stead. And still the | 
glass of their wrath has not ye. run against the man 
'who dared to believe that there should be true mean- 
ing in “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity ” 
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This had an important effect on England’s 
efforts. The people for a long time would 
not have tolerated any great armament pro- 
gram, Even though Churchill vigorously 
pointed out the dangers. the people were 
much more ready to put their confidence in 
those who favored a strong peace policy. 

The result of this attitude is that a democ- 
racy will always be behind a dictatorship. In 
a dictatorship, a vigorous armament pro- 
gram can be carried on, even though the 
people are deeply hostile to the idea of going 
to war. The rigidly controlled state press 
can then build up a war psychology at any 
time. 

Armaments in a democracy must stand 
purely on the ground of military necessity, . 
and it is difficult for the average legislator 
to look far into the future: he is primarily 
concerned with the immediate problems. 

When it competes with a system of gov- 
ernment built primarily for war, democracy, 
which is built primarily for peace, is at’a 
disadvantage. And democracy must rec- 
ognize its weaknesses; it must learn to safe- 
guard its institutions if it hopes to survive. 

Many of the very factors intrinsic in de- 
mocracy resulted in England's falling 
further and further behind. For democracy 
and capitalism are institutions geared for a 
world at peace. It is our problem to find a

There is no agreement among doce 
tors about an answer to this ques 
tion. My experience has been like 
your friend’s—I have yet to see the 
patient I thought was benefited. Dr. 
Diehl, in a large university clinic, 
found that with a group of stu- 
dents to whom he gave injections 
of sterile water they reported just 
as good or slightly better results 
than a group who had vaccines. We 
don’t know what germ causes 
colds, so how can we prepare ‘a 
vaccine?

HOW DOES cottage cheese com- 
pare to lean meat in protein cone- 
tent and nutritional value? 

Cottage cheese contains 20 per 
cent of protein, 1 per cent of fat 
and 4 per cent of carbohydrate. Its 
nutritional or caloric value is 112 
calories per 100 grams. 

Porterhéuse steak has 22 per 
cent of protein, 20 per cent fat and 
no carbohydrate. Its nutritional 
value is 280 calories per 100 grams. 

The higher caloric value of steak 
is due to the higher fat content. 

For many purposes cottage 
cheese is tetter than lean meat. 
Its protetin is in easily digested 
form—casein. The solid part is al- 
most pure protein, with little fat 
or carbohydrate.

WHEN CARBONATED WATER 
or ginger ale comes in contact with 
aluminum a gray coating forms on 
the metal. Is this dangerous’ 

Aluminum metal exposed to any 
moisture becomes coated with alu- 
minus oxide. This coating is gray. 
It is insoluble and resists any fur- 
ther chemical change; it protects 
the aluminum from further oxida- 
tion. 

Carbonated waters or ginger ale 
will cause this formation quite 
readily, but the aluminum oxide is 
insoluble in the beverage, so cannot 
do any harm, When small amounts 
of soluble aluminum salts are in- 
gested with food or drink the 
metal is converted into an insolu- 
ble phosphate and not absorbed in 
the intestinal tract. It is therefore 
without physiological effect. 

This “gray coating” has been 
used by  anti-aluminum-cooking- 
utensil cranks to scare the day- 
lights out of housewives. Like all 
their pronouncements, it is based 
on ign@rance and bunkum.
